THE GREAT COLD.

The Press Association Specie! Correspondent 
at. Headquarters telegraphed yesterday morn- 
ing :— 

Throughout the night there has been keen 
fighting on the British front. 

The British offensive is favourably extending 
northwards, so that this morning 1 hear o 
fighting towards La Bassée. 

Reviewing the results of yesterday's attack, 
I think it is permissible to eay it was one of 
the most successful the British Army has yet 
had since it assumed the offensive on July Ist 
last. We now dominate the Vimy Ridge, and 
to have accomplished this great feat in the 


t since. 
From what I can gather, it is expected 


least ten thousand. eaw about twelve 
hundred Germans in a corps collecting cage 
last evening, surrounded by British Tommies, 
they were tossing knives, water- 


wire. As a good many of them could speak 
knglish, there was a constant flow of 
badinage. Suddenly there was a cry of 
‘ Here comes somo more,” and then followed 
a scene like a football match. Hundreds of 
our soldiers stampeded towards the narrow, 
sunken road leading to the cage, and lined the 
banks densely. Headed and brought up by 
mounted troops, with swords drawn, came 
about five and twenty Germans, with a nice- 
looking, fair-haired subaltern at their head. 
He was a mere boy, with a smear of blood 
upon his face and bandages round his head. 
But he strode along with a firm gait, and 
his eves fixed in a straight-abead stare. The 
men were rather a poor-looking lot physically, 
and gaved eomewhat apprehensively at the 
crowd of British faces that beamed down upon 
them. Our men raised a sort of derisive cheer, 
but perfectly good-humoured, as though wel- 
coming fresh additions to the now enormous 
family of Boche prisoners, Scenes of this sort 
were being ‘enacted throughout ihe day. 


FREE SURRENDERS, 

‘On the whole, the prisoners were tolerably 
clean for men who have come out of the 
trenches, which was significant of pretty free 
surrenders. ‘There was not very much among 
the batch I saw of the torn clothes, blackened 
hands, and clay-caked features which betoken 
fierce resistance. 

I understand about 150 officers had been 
brought in down to last evening, among them 
five battalion commanders. I understand about 
3) guns have already been taken, although the 
number will doubiless run into three figures 
when the total count for this fighting comes to 
be taken. Fine hauls of trench mortar, 
machine guns, bomb throwers, and ammuri- 
tion have been mide, and the enemy has de- 
stroyéd great quantities of supplies to prevent 
these from falling wio our hands. The weather 
continues atrocious. A bitterly cold gale, later 
with snow flurries, "!, as Tommy eave as he 
hugs himself in his sheepskins, it is very de- 
pressing for the Bochr«. ' 

THE PRISONERS. 

The Press Association Correspondent at Head- 
quarters telegraphed |ast evening :- 

I have never seen sich crowds of prisoners 
as are now passing through our back areas. 
In one village I stopped 'o watch the marching 
through of 1,800 men ard 40 officers on their 
way to a railhead. Thx monotonous proces 
sion of Clay-soiled “ fiell greys” took ten 
minutes to tramp past in fours. The men as 
a whole were weary, and it would be mani- 
festly misleading to iry to form any general 
opinion of the moral or physique of the Ger- 
man Army, from even euch a- large body of 
soldiers seen under the worst possible condi- 
tions.’

CANADIANS’ GREAT FIGHT. FOR VIMY RIDGE. 
THE KING’S MESSAGE TO SIR DOUGLAS HAIG. 

The two despatches received from Sir Douglas Haig yesterday 
further emphasise the striking success of the great offensive which 
was inaugurated on Easter Monday morning between Lens and 
Arras. | hen 

The fierce struggle for the Vimy Ridge, where the Canadians 
greatly distinguished themselves, is not-yet over. Yesterday's . 
morning despatch refers to severe fighting *’ at this point, and 
the evening despatch speaks of ** hard: fighting. That our Colonia! 
troops will ultimately secure the entire position is, however, no 
longer in doubt. i 

Yesterday the King sent a special message of congratulation 
to Sir Douglas Haig, in which he paid a notable tribute to the 
valour of the Canadians. — | | 

East of Arras our troops have now advanced five miles, reach- 
ing Farbus and Farbus Wood; while in the direction of Cambrai 
the line has been advanced north of Louverval. At St. Quentin 
we have also made progress. | | 

The total capture of prisoners in the new offensive has now 
reached over 11,000, of whom 235 are officers. Over 100 guns, 
some of heavy calibre, have been taken, 60 trench mortars, and 163 
machine guns. | 


BRITISH OFFICIAL, 
GENERAL HEADQUARTERS, FRANCE, Turspay, 11.50 a.m. 

During the night there was severe fighting on the northern end of the Vimy ridge, 
where the enemy had retained a footing. He was ejected, and an attempted 
counter-attack failed to materialise. . 

The eastern slope of the ridge has been cleared of the enemy, and counter attacks re- 
pulsed. 

Our troops advanced and seized the village of Fampoux and the neighbouring de- 
fences north and south of the Scarpe. : 

The number of prisoners taken yesterday exceeds 9,000, and over 40 guns have been 

| captured. 

In the neighbourhood of St. Quentin the enemy has been driven from the high ground 
between Le Verguier and Hargicourt. 

Fighting continnes throughout the whole battle front. 

Afier an intense bombardment the enemy made a strong attack last night on a 
narrow front south-east of Ypres, and succeeded in reaching our support lines. 
He was immediately ejected from our trenches, leaving several dead. 

) 9.27 P.M. 

Our operations have been continued energetically to-day, in spite of heavy snow- 
storms and generally unfavourable weather. 

We have reached the outskirts of Monchy-le-Preux, five miles east of Arras, and have 
cleared Farbus and Farbus Wood. 

Hard fighting took place again this afternoon on the northern end of the Vimy Ridge, 
in which we gained further important positions, and took a number of prisoners 
and machine guns. 

In the direction of Cambrai we have advanced our line north of the village of 
Louverval, 

Such counter-attacks as the enemy has attempted at different points along our front 
have met with no success. | ‘ 

The number of prisoners taken by us since the opening of our attack yesterday morn- 
ing now exceeds 11,000, including 235 officers. 

We have also captured over 100 guns, among them a number of heavy guns up to 
eight inches calibre; 60 trench mortars, and 163 machine guns. 

Our aeroplanes performed valuable work yesterday in co-operation with our infantry, 
and in a number of cases inflicted casualties with machine gun fire on hostile 
reinforcements. | 

Bombing expeditions were also carried out, in which a number of hits were obtained 
upon a large railway station yitilised by the enemy, and three trains were 
wrecked. 

As a result of air fighting three German aeroplanes were destroyed and four others 
were forced down. One of our machines is missing.

Army Group of Crown Prince Rupprecht.—The battle near Arras continues. 

After several days activity on the part.cf masses of artillery and mine-throwers 
the English yesterday morning attacked our lines on a 20-kilometre front. After 
the most violent increase in their fire they succeeded, as the result of hard 
fighting, in penetrating into our positions on the roads radiating from Arras. 
They did not succeed in breaking through. 

In stubbornly resisting the superiority of the enemy two of our divisions suffered 
considerable losses. 

To the south-east of Ypres storming troops penetrated beyond the third English 
line, blew up shelters, and returned with about 50 prisoners, seven machine- 
cuns, and mine-throwers. 

Army Group of German Crown Prince.—A French attack near Laffaux (north-east 
of Seissons) broke down under our fire. Along the Aisne and near Rheims the 
fighting activity of the artillery was very lively from noon onwards. In the 
Western Champagne, on both sides of Prosnes, reconnoitring advances resulted 
in 'the capture of 36 Frenchmen. : |

Mr. McAdoo, in officially announcing the pro- 
= financial programme for raising five 
lion dollars, of which three billions will be 
lent to the Allies, predicts that the amount 
will be greatly over-subscribed. Offers of ser- 
vices made by bankers and others assure the 
success of the bond issue. Ii is probable that 
the bonds will be in denominations as low as 
25 dollars. It is possible that the entire 
amount will not be placed in a lump sum, but 
will be issued from time to time as the money 
is required. The bonds will be exempt from 
taxation, and will probably boar interest at 
the rate of 35 per cent. Mr. McAdoo’s state- 
ment adds that part of the three billion dollars 
of the proposed bonds should be used to supply 
credits to the Governments making common 
cause with the United States against Germany, 
to enable them to carry on tho war with in- 
creased effect. The most. serviceable thing we 
can do immediately for the common cause is 
to furnish credits to those foreign. Governments 
who, in conjunction with fs, are fighting Ger- 
many. This financial aid ought to be ex- 
tended at the earliest possible moment, It wil! 
be trebly valuable and effective if extended 
now. The proposal is to purchase the obliga- 
tions of foreign Governments to whom credit 
is given, such obligations to bear the same rate 
of interest, and in other essentials to embody 
the same terms and conditions as the bonds 
of the United States. 


MERCHANT SHIPPING 


PROGRAMME. 
(REUTER'S TELEGRAM.)

Be October the 
shipyards of the Northern Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts are expected to be turning out two or 
three vessela daily, which will be leased to 
private shipping concerns. 

Altogether fourteen Austrian merchantmen 
have been taken over, including the Marta 
Washington and the Himalaya. The statement 
is made that the Government has not confiscated 
these vessels, - has taken action in order to 
protect them from further injury.

BLACK DAY FOR GERMAN 
ARMIES. 

Mr. Philip Gibbs, the Dat/y Chronicle apecial 
correspondent at British Headquarters in France, 
says—The battle of Arras is the greatest vic- 
tory we have yet gained in this war, and a 
staggering blow to the enemy. He has lost 
already nearly 10,000 prisoners and more than 
half a hundred guns, and in dead and wounded 
his losses are great. He is in retreat south 
of the Vimy Ridge, to defensive lines further 
back, and as he goes our guns are smashing 
him” along the roads. It is a black day for 
the German armies and for German women, 
who do not know yet whai it means to them. 
Í have never seen such cheerful prisoners, 
although for the most part they were without 
overcoats and in a cold blizzard of snow. All 
officers were disconcerted because of the cheer- 
fulness of the men at being taken. I talked 
with a few of them. They told me of the 
horrors of living under our bombardment. Some 
of them had been without food for four days 
because our gunfire had boxed them in. ' When 
do you think the war will end? ” I asked one 
of them. “ When the English are in Berlin,’ 
he answered, and [ think he meant that that 
would be a long time. Another officer said: 
“In two months,”’ and gave no reason for his 


certainty. ‘“‘ What about America? ” I asked 
one of them. He shrugged his shoulders, and 
said: “It is bad for us, very bad, but, after 
all, Amertea can’t send an army across the 
ocean.”’ At this statement Canadian soldiers 
standing around laughed loudly, and said: 
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* Don't vou believe it, old sport. We havo 
come along to fight you, and the Yankees will 
do the same." 


GERMAN INHUMANITY. 

Mr. J. W. Mason, the London Deily Express 
correspondent at New York, says—Mr, Gerard, 
the former American Ambassador to Germany, 
speaking at a Canadian Club banquet on Mon- 
day night, revealed further German inhumani- 
ties against British prisoners. On one occa- 
sion, he said, a number of the inhabitants of a 
town in the north of Germany were imprisoned, 
aud their names held up to scorn, beeause they 
had compassion on Canadian prisoners who were 
passing through the town, avd gave them food 
and drink. When typhus broke out in the 
Russian prisoners’ camp, the Germans compelled 
the British and French prisoners to join ‘the 
Russians in certain death. Small beys were 
allowed to shoot nail pointed arrows at the 
prisoners in another camp; while in still an- 
other camp Giermen sheep dogs were trained to 
bite the prisoners. “I complained about the 
maiter for a long time,” added Mr. Gerard, 
“but nothing was done until 1 told the Com. 
mandant I was a very good pistol shot, and 
felt like shooting those trained dogs, and seeing 
what the Germans would do about it. Shortly 
afterwards the Commandant was removed.” 


THE AMERICAN FLEET OUT. 


The American Fleet is already in the service 
of humanity. The Navy is cut in the Atlantic, 
safoguarding the lanes of travel, hunting for 
submarines, and relieving warships that have 
done this work for two years, says the special 
correspondent of the Daily Vews at Washington. 
It ts impossible for me to give certain mforma- 
tion about the AE co-operation of the 
Amegican sand British Navies, although signifi- 
cant facts are well known here, even to the 
public. But the co-operation exists, and re- 
sults may be expected. There seems little doubt 
that an Army will be sent. 


KING OF THE HEDJAZ AND THE 
YOUNG TURKS. 

A Cairo telegram says:—The King of the 
Hecdjas, in an interesting proclamation relative 
to the present régeme in Turkey, draws a 
parallel between the Turkey of yesterday and 
the Turkey of to-day. The King deals with 
the crimes of the Young Turks, whom he 
stigmatises as the authors of gross violations 
of the holy places, without the slightest respect 
for the religious precepts binding upon Islamites. 
We abstain, the King says, from criticiam of 
their conduct, leaving the judgment to Islam. 
The King appeals to the people, and, above all, 
the Army and the Turkish chiefs, to free them- 
selves from criminal hands, and overthrow the 
Government.

APPEAL TO THE PEOPLE. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
PETROGRAD, TegspaY. 
The following proclamation is issued by the 


Provisional Government :— ; : 

“ Having examined the military situation, the 
Russian Government, in the name of duty to 
the country, has decided to tell the people, 
directly and openly, the whole truth. The 
régime which has now been overthrown left the 
defence of the country in a badly disorganised 
condition. By its culpable imaction and its 
inept measures it introduced disorganisation 
into our finances and imio the provisioning and 
transport and supply of munitions to the Army. 
It weakened the whole of our economic organisa- 
tion., The Provisional Government, with the 
active co-operation of the whole nation, will 
devote all its energies to the repair of 
serious consequences of the old régime. But 
time is pressing. ‘The blood of many sons of 
the Fatherland has been shed freely in the 
course of these two-and-a-half long years of 
war; but the country is still capable of a power- 
ful blow at the enemy, who occupies whole 
territories of our State, and fs now, 
days of the birth of Russian liberty, threaten- 
ing us with a new and decisive thrust. The 
defence, cost what if may, of our national 
patrimony, and the deliverance of the country 
from the enemy who invades our borders, con- 
stitute the capital and vital problem before our 
warriors, who are defending the liberty of the 
people in close union with our Allies. 

NO DOMINATION OR EXPANSION. 

“The Government deems it to be its right 
and duty to declare now that free Russia does 
not aim at the dommation of other nations, at 
depriving them of their national patrimony, or 
at occupying, by force, foreign territories; but 
that its object ig to establish a durable peace 
on the basis of the rights of nations to decide 
their own destiny. The Russian nation 
does not lust after the strengthening of tis 

wer abroad at the expense of other nations. 

ts aim is not to subjugate or humihate anyone. 
‘In the name of the hishee principles of equity, 
it has removed the chains which weighed upon 
the Polish people; but thé Russian nation will 
not allow its Fatherland to come out of the 
great struggle humiliated and weakened in its 
vital forces. These principles will constitute the 
basis of the foreign pohey of the Provisional 
Government, which 
the popular will, and safeguard the rights of 
our Fatherland, while observing the engage- 
menis entered into with our Allies. The Pro- 
visional Government of free Russia has no right 
to hide the truth. ‘The State is in danger. 
Every effort must be made to save it. Let the 
country respond to the truth when it is told, not 
by sterile depression, not by discouragement, 
but by unanimous vigour, with a view to the 
creation of a united national will. This will 
give us new strength for the struggle and pro- 
cure our salvation. In the hour of rude trial, 
let the whole country find in itself strength to 
consolidate liberty, and to devote itself to um 
wring labour for the welfare of free Russia. 
The Provisional Government, which has given a 
solemn oath to serve the people, ia firmly con- 
ident that, with the general and unanimous 
support of each. one and all, it will itself be 
able to'do its duty to the country to the end.
